Driven from his refuge after the po- 
lice had fired the house, the bandit 
Was shot when a fusillade of bullets 
greeted him as he dashed from the 
doorway, still firing a revolver. 
MISTAKES OFFIFCERS

The bandit, who had created a reign 
of terror on the train, threatening 
death to the crew, but taking partic- 
ular care not to disturb passengers, 
shot and killed the immigration offi- 
cers without warning. One was killed 
as he sat in a seat of the smoking car;
